Snowstorm hits Pacific Northwest; rain in Southeast 


Idaho weather summary

this pulpit, and only Uncle Henry 
could’ve gotten me off the farm.” 
Harrison, known to PTL sup- 
porters as Uncle Henry, was 
Bakker's televangelist sidekick. 
Harrison died lost Sunday at age 
67. Horrison’s wife. Susan, said 
her husband had requested 
Bakker's oppcarance when they 
planned for their funerals. 


Bakker was convicted in 1989 of 
defrouding thousands of his PTL 
followers who sent him at least 
SI, 000 each in return for a promise 
they could stay at Heriuge USA for 
three davs and four nights every 
year for the rest of their lives. He re- 
signed from the PTL in 1987. 

He was released from .custody on 
Dec. I after four months under 
house arrest.

NEW ORLEANS (AP).— A bil- 
ler divorce involving a professional 
fooiball star.

The bullet-riddled body of 
Thompson's ex-wife, Tangie 
Thompson, 28, was found Feb. 5 in 
her upscale home. Also killed were 
her fiance, Andrew White, 30, and 
the Thompsons’ 3-year-old son 
Devyn. 

Thompson’s lawyers issued a 
statement Friday saying he “is 
deeply distraught by any suggestion 
that he is in any way responsible for 
these brutal killings." 

They said they have telephone 
records and other evidence that will 
verify where he was at the time the 
murders arc thought to have hap- 
pened. 

Relatives found the victims in 
Tangie Thompson’s two-story brick 
home in cast New Orleans, a neu’er 
section that grew in recent decades 
as the upwardly mobile fled the 
city's troubles. 

They found blood on ihc back 
door and the bodies in ihe den. Each 
victim had multiple gunshot 
•wounds, even the little boy: police 
won't say how many times they 
I . were shot. 

The victims were not bound. 
There was no sign of struggle or 
forced entry. 

On Saturday, about 300 mourners 
filed past Devyn Thompson's liny 
casket, flanked by a wreoth of flow- 
ers shaped like a football helmet.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Clinton administration 
warned Moscow again on 
Sunday that its planned sale of 
atomic power reactors to Iran 
could jeopardize Russian rela- 
tions with the United States. 

“Obviously we think that 
ultimately there is some hope 
that this will not take place," 
White House Chief of Staff 
Leon Panetta said of the sale 
announced by Russia last 
month. 

On NBC's "Meet the 
Press," Panetta said the sale 
violates U.S. policy against 
providing aid to terrorists.

Burnheim described as "an infonnal 
psychological debriefing Monday," 

"They are tired and traumatized," 
Bumheim said, "Some, of them went 
for long periods without food and 
water." 

The workers were captured by an 
estimated 130 guerrillas loyal lo 
Gordon Koang Babyping, a renegade 
commander of the rebel Sudan 
Peoples' Liberation Amty now operat- 
ing independently. 

They were seized Wednesday in a 
village about 75 miles west of 
Ethiopia. Tiie kidnapped group includ- 


ed two French, two Kenyans, an 
Australian, two Ethiopians ond a 
Swiss. Tliey worked for Doctors of the 
World. UNICEF and Swiss Disaster 
Relief. 

Bumlieim described the incident os 
"an aberration" and said the U.N. and 
private agencies evacuated workers 
from the area Saturday. Bumheim said 
they hope to return to some areas with- 
in 48 hours.

Palouse wary 
of increase 
in aquifer use 

MOSCOW (AP) — Last sum- 
mer. the Palouse sucked a record 
amount of water from its under- 
ground pool to water lawns, gar- 
dens and parks. 

The increase was so large in 
Moscow it exceeded maximum 
groundwater consumption goals the 
area set three years ogo. 

Everyone agrees the drought was 
much of the reason Moscow, 
PuIlman.'Univcrsity of Idaho and 
Washington State University used 
283 million gallons more in 1994 
than 1993. With a wet winter, such 
use will likely subside. 

Nevertheless, it shows the 
demand from summer watering and 
turning farm land into lawns. In 
Moscow and Pullman in 1994, win- 
ter use went from 55 million gal- 
lons per city per month to 140 mil- 
lion gallons per city per month. 

"That’s 0 mind-boggling amount 
of water," said Jim Hudnk, 
Pullman’s public works director. 
Many of the students leave in sum- 
mer, meaning a lot fewer people 
used a lot more water, he said. 

Whot makes things worrisome is 
no one knows the volume of the 
aquifer. 

From 1983 to 1993, overall 
pumping juntped 200 million gal- 
lons. Considered alone, that looks 
like a nominal 8 percent increase 
for the decade. It is more serious 
because Washington State 
University cut its consumption 67 
million gallons while everyone else 
was pumping more. 

"Where would wc be If WSU 
hadn't held the line?’* asked Joe . 

Spoonemore, physical plant 
director. “It’s pretty easy to predict: 
we’d ^ way over the line." 

The line he refers to is a maxi- 
mum pumping level set by the 
Pullman-Moscow Water Resources 
Commince in 1992. It agreed to cap 
use at a level 25 percent above 
average annual use between 1981 
and 1985. 

That is the line Moscow crossed 
this summer. 

, The committee olso established 
thot none of the four government 
entities would increase yearly 
pumping by more than 1 percent of 
the average use of the post five 
years. It wanted to sec if stabilizing 
use would keep the aquifer at a set 
level, as a computer model predicts. 

That goal also has been elusive.

"Wc were taken with the birds them- 
selves.” explains Keith Wolker, who 
with his family operates High Cascades 
Emus, one of southern Oregon's larger 
emu ranches. "They’re so personable 
you like to be with them.” 

Walker and his wife, BoNcll, with 
their dau^tcr and 'Son-in-law Kay and 
Bob Craig, have IS breeding pairs, 40 
yearlings and, this time of year, chicks 
in and emerging from their shells. 
Hens lay anywhere from 20 to 60 eggs 
per season, which lasts from October 
through April or May. 

The Walkers bought two pairs of 
emu yearlings three years ago after 
their curiosity was piqued. A't the 
time. Walker owned a business that 
manufactured livestock equipment, 
including corrals, stalls and eques- 
trian bams. One customer ordered 
some contraptions thot didn't seem 


suited for horses or othcriivcstock. 

"As he was describing whai he 
wonted, I said, 'What is this for?' He 
said, 'Emus.' 1 didn't even know whrn 
an emu \viis." 

With his wife and daughter. Walker 
soon learned. 

Unlike ostriches, (heir Australian 
cousin, emus arc curious and friendly. 
Being inside a pen full of emu year- 
lings is like visiting a kids’ daycare 
center. Emu youngsters like to get 
close. They vie for attention and. when 
they can get away with it. untie 
shoelaces and try to pick pockets. 

The Walkers and Craigs have fun 
with their birds, but it is a ^iness. 

The Walkers' operation is off 
Oregon Highway 140, 8 miles south of 
Fish -Lake, A nctwoA of corrals and 
barns formerly occupied by racing 
horses has been converted for breeding 
pairs of emus. During the breeding 
sco.son eggs are collected, placed in a 
cool place and manually rotated sever- 
al times a day.

Welfare works against best 
interests of society 


While opinions differ widely on how to 
fix it, most Americans agree the welfare 
— system-doean!L.warlt_lhe-Wny it w ns inten d, 
ed to. Instead of lifling Americans out of 
poverty, the system has become a spider's 
web of dependence and despair. 

Since President Johnson launched “The 
War on Poverty” 30 years ago. America has 
spent S3.5 trillion on government welfare 
programs. The result has not been less 
poverty, but more. And what’s worse, it has 
spawned a permanent undcrlcass haunted by 
idleness and illegitimacy. Today nearly onc- 
quortcr of white children and two-thirds of 
black children arc bom outside of marriage. 

Both major political parties have sought 
to ride the wave of public frustration about 
the broken system. Candidate Bill Clinton 
drew hearty applause in 1992 when he 
vowed to "end welfare as we know it,” but 
once in office welfare reform was shunted to 
the back burner. House Republicans made 
welfare reform a plank in their "Contract 
with America," promising to implement a 
number of changes in the system. 

Most of the Republican reforms would be 
positive steps - as far as they go. The GOP 
contract calls for a two-year limit, cutting 
off welfare for unwed mothers under 18 
years old, requiring those between 18 and 
21 to live wiih»iheir parents, and requiring 
work or job training as a prerequisite for 
collecting benefits. The GOP reform plan 
would cap federal spending on welfare and 
consolidate dozens of federal programs into 
block grants to the slates. 

The Republican leadership and a number 
of “new Democrats" in Congress deserve 
credit for attempting a serious slab at weM 
fore reform. But their efforts aren’t likely to) 
make much of a dent in the undcrclaBS^u/ 
ture. welfare by definition discourageV^ori/, 
and fosters dependence. It rewards people 
for not working, for having babies out of 
wedlock and for avoiding marriage. No 
amount of tinkering, no matter how well-in- 
tcniioned, can undo the perverse incentives 
oflhc welfare state. 

Government i.<t simply ineapable of nur- 
turing the kinds of aitnudes, social behavior 
and character trails that arc necessary to lifi 
people out of poverty. All government can 
do IS take money, by force, from one group 
of citizens and give it to another group to 
-whom it doesn't belong, 

Defenders of the welfare state argue 
ihni even the modest reforms proposed in 
Washington would be cruel and "puni- 
five” toward children. But the real cruelly 


is found in a system that destroys family 
cohesion and encourages children to be- 
— come.mothcrs. ' 

Ultimately, alleviating poverty and creat- 
ing opportunity can only be accomplished 
by individuals cooperating in civil society. 
This begins with the family unit, where we 
Icam the virtues of compassion, self-control, 
honesty, hard work, patience and respect for 
legitimate authority. For from teaching these 
values, government welfare has undermined 
the one institution that con. 

Cutting back the welfare state would be a 
necessary beginning, but it wilt not be suffi- 
cient to repair our frayed social fabric, That" 
will require a rcassertion of civil institutions 
independent of government. 

In a recent article in The Woll Street Jour- 
nal, Don Ebcrly, founder of the National Fa- 
therhood Initiative, articulated an alternative 
to the government welfare state. “What is 
needed to save families, make neighbor- 
hoods friendly and safe, and restore lost 
virtues ore dynamic social movements such 
os have come along periodically in history,” 
he wrote. "The 19th century witnessed an 
explosion of voluntary associations and so- 
cieties aimed at social reform and moral up- 
lifi. There were spiritual awakenings, tern- 
pcrorice movements, private charity cam- 
paigns and children’s aid societies. For the 
churched there was Sunday school; for the 
unchurched there were YMCAs and vigor- 
ous character education programs in the 
public .schools. 

•'"Civil society is about a human order dial 
is larger and richer than the state, one that 
the state is belter at destroying than renew- 
ing." Ebcrly concluded. "The good society 
fannol be doled out like just another entitle- 
.ment, it cannot be pieced together through 
program reforms, or stimulated into exis- 
tence by more tax cuts, (t must be achieved 
throu^ the cooperative efforts of individual 
Americans." 

To change the destructive culture of de- 
pendency. wclfura must be transformed, not 
merely reformed. Congress should cut and 
eliminate welfare programs, not just fine- 
tune them or iransfW them to state govem- 
mcnt,s, 

Helping (he poor among us has been a 
moral imperilive for at least 2,000 years, 

But that help should come from people act- 
•ing'volunturily inu-frwsocieiy,-notihrougii— I 
government programs that have proven to 
do far mbre hann thnn good,

Keep stream of water rights 
adjudication flowing 


It may mean spending at least $30 million 
morc.and some 10 years to achieve it, but 
Idaho's irrigators should continue to support 
the stale's efforts at water rights adjudication. 

••Valid water rights throughout southern 
and central Idaho must be dclcimined even- 
tually because of potential court challenges 
by liiho Power Co., federal land managing 
agencies and Indian tribes. 

If adjudication is not pursued, an immedi- 
ate consequence would be breaking an 
agreement with Idaho Power Co. Tlic utility 
could take the state back to court to reclaim 
significant .upstream water rights on the 
Snake River above Milner Dam. 

The State Supreme Court agreed with the 
utility's claim of upstream water rights on 
the Snake River. In exchange, the utility 
agreed to provide a minimum summer flow 
of 3,900 cubic feet per second and 5,400 cfs 
in winter on the Snake River below Nampa. 
Adjudicating the water rights will determine 
what the users really own and if flows 
claimed by the utility really belong to it. 

Federal land managing agencies have filed 
water claims for isolated special uses and for 
minimum flows for wildlife, Indian tribes 
have filed for minimum flows under treaty 
protection of fish and wildlife and for special 
reservation u.«s. And in lime, another factor 
will have to be added to the mix; ihc Clean 
Water Act which requires water quality. 

Idaho environmental organizations have 
been denied participation in adjudication by 


the stale court. But their desire for instreom 
flows for wildlife could be met if the state 
determined a "public interest” in certain 
minimum flows exists. Idaho walcrcode al- 
lows delctminalion of "public interest," but 
it is rarely used because of the code’s iron- 
clad first-in-usc, flrst-in-righi assumption 
for irrigators, primarily, but also for indus- 
try and local government uses. 

Some water experts expect any adjudica- 
tion plan will be appealed to the Slate 
Supreme Court and likely the U.S. Supreme 
Court by cither federal land agencies or en- 
vironmental organizations. Because of ^e 
first-in-usc principle, inslrcam flows for 
wildlife can ^ achieved only by selling wa- 
ter from a willing buyer to a vvilling seller, 
and even that is .hard to do because of the 
slate's cumbersome water marketing law. 
That law needs to be more flexible since 
water sales are predicted to increase. 

The other way to increase flows for 
wildlife is for the Bureau of Reclamation 
and the Army Corps of Engineers, the oper- 
ators of federal dams, to bank some water 
from traditional uses. BuRec’s water bonk, 
for instance, has been used for salmon re- 
covery. 

Some have said we should drop the adju- 
dication process. As long and as costly it 
has been, that's tempting. But for a lot of 
the good reu.son.s, it should continue.

Give military-style reform camps the boot 


A common theme in the current debate on j u- 
veniie justice reform is that wc need to "get 
tough” with youth in general and with violent 
offenders in i^culor. It has been argued that 
if wc were to just be firmer and establish clear 
consequences for criminal behavior much of 
the problem would be contained, if not solved. 

It's just not that easy. A “get lou^" ap- 
proach'io youUi mokes sense (oTthoi very small" 
fraction of Idaho kids who arc involved in a 
criminal lifestyle. This group (about 6 pereem) 
.commits fully 62 percent of oil juvenile offens- 
es ami iwo-ihinis of all violent offenses. 

One "get tough” strategy being proposed is 
militaiy-style b^t camps. While ottiaciivc to 
those seeking shon-tenn solutions, boot comps 
have less support among correctional profes- 
sionals because of high drop-out rates and evi- 
dence ofcqual or highanites of recidivism for 
bool comp graduates than for conventional pro- 
bation. 

Despite the political appeal ofbool camps, 
rescoreh shows they simply do not work. In a 
study of Louisiana boot comp inmates. Doris 
MacKcnzic found that 37 pereentof boot camp 
graduates were arrested at least once within a

year ofler they were incarcerated - higher than 
the recidivism rale of regular prison parolees at 
25.7 percent. Boot camp recidivism rates also 
wereJoumJ to be hi^er than prison parolees in 

CoIoniiJo. Gebrglu and'OhioT 

Los Angeles County dismantled its boot 
camp program after realizing that the costs of 
confining boot comp inmates exceeded those of 
regular prison inmates. 

Boot comps merely contribute to the fiction 
that short term "quick-fix" panaceas can solve 
complex social problems. A longer term invest- 
ment in prevention and early detection, howev- 
er. con moke serious inroads in turning kids' 
lives around. As U.S, Attorney General Janet 
Reno has said, what is needed is a broad-based 
initiative to address children's needs in their 
early years through prevention. Ifwc want to 
make lasting changes in the lives of Idaho 
youth, wc must think creatively about “front 
loading” services to children earlier. • 

It is no surprise that youthful offenders arc 


more likely to come from homes that are vio- IL 
lent, substance-abuse impaired and unstable. A 
histoiy of child abuse, poor support at home for 

schooling, parental alcohol abuse and ftmilty 

|X)verty contribute to juvenile crime. Until we 
invest in a preventive strategy and oddress the:: 
underlying environmental factors as.sociaied 
with detinqu^mey, wc can_expMt to see a con-’’’ 
tinuatiori of youth problems. ' m' 

Young people tell us they want guidance, li 
family, love and a safe home. Sixteen percent 
of Idaho children live below the poveny line, 
and 1 5 percent have no health insurance. While! 
that small fraction ofldoho's youth who com- b 
mit violent crimes must be dealt with, they 
should not drive the debate over youth policy in 
general. '• 

Full^ 3 1 percent of Idahoans arc under age 
1 8. With such a large population of youth, we b 
must focus more of our resources on the prc- 
vention of family violence, substance abuse and 
family dysfunction. Apart from being economP 
cally wise, it is the humane and just thing to do>

Coors brew draws 
ire of youth officials

“new YORK — Ywth officials in 
ten states have complained to the 
Coors Brewing Co. about its new 
colorless drink, which tastes like 
soda pop and has inspired rumors- 
that it cannot be detected on police 
breath-testing equipmehL 

Coors has sent.strong letters to 
police chiefs and school superinter>- 
dents emphasizing the alcoholic con- 
tent of the beverage, called Zima, 
and assuring them thot the rumors 
arc false. 

But national experts on underage 
drinking say Zima’s sweet, smooth 
taste and Iwk of color moke it diffi- 
cult for police to identify and easy 
for teenagers to consume in large 
quantities before its alcohol content 
— higher than beer — takes full 
effect. 

“It is a very misleading alcoholic 
beverage,” said Koe McGuire, asso- 
ciate director of the Trauma Foun- 
dation of San Francisco General 
Hospital. “It tastes like Seven-Up.” 

“It doesn't have the odor that beer 
has, and that is a big problem,” said 
Nancy G. Rea, coordinator of the 
Drawing the Line on Underage 
Alcohol Use program in Mont- 
gomery County, Maryland. “How 
do you know if it is alcohol?” 

Officer Mary Carlin of the 
Montgomery County division of the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
Police said park police officers 
began finding unruly teenagers 
drinking Zima last spring, shortly 
qdcr it was introduced. Sr^e of the . 
youths insisted it was not alcoholic, . 
or at least not detectable on a 
Breathalyzer, Carlin said. 

The parents of the inebriated 
youths, Carlin said, “didn't even 
realize what they were drinking was. 
alcohol." 

Each bottle of Zima is labeled 
'\mique alcohol beverage” and car- 
ries the govenunent health warning. 

Jesse Rivldn, a I6-ycar-old jumor 
at a Montgomery County high 
school, said he had sampled 2Uma 
and thought its smooth taste attracts 
problem drinkers. *^It tastes like 
Sprite," be said. “It goes down very 
cosily and so a lot of kids tend to , 
abuse it” ' . 

He said at $6' per six-pack, Zima 
\fas more expensive than some . 
beers and more common at parties 
faequented by wealthy students.

Rea.said Zima has on identifiable, 
if unusual, smell. She said officers 
should be able to Justify such arrests 
-once they have experience with the- 
beverage. 

When Rea's program and the pi^ 
police contacted Coors, Carlin said, 
the Colonulo-based beverage com- 
pany “at first was defensive.” But 
the company soon provided a strong 
letter si^ed by Janet Rowe, Coors’s 
manager of corporate communica- 
tions. 

- In' boldface print, the letter said, 
“Zima, like anyficohol beverage, 
contains ctbanol-the ingredient that 
registers in any Breathalyzer test. 
Zima, like other clear alcohol bever- 
ages-vodka, gin. rum-is still 
detectable de^ite its clear profile. 

“As on exating new pr^uct and 
topic of conversation, mispercep- 
tions and inaccumcies about Zima 
sometimes occur,” the letter said. It 
identified Zima as “a moderate alco- 
hol t^erage'with the some alcohol 
content as beer, at 3.7 percent by 
wei^t" 1-

Even now, he 
said, the plans must be returned to the 
architects to relocate some doors and 
make a-few structure changes. 

“Other than that, it looks good,” 
Gardner said. “It’s just kind* of frustrat- 
ing.”

Before the West completed its 139-112 rout 
of the East on Sunday, things got downright 
silly. Like Shaquillc O’Neal trying a 3-poinicr. 
Like Hokeem Olajuwon making one. 

The West was already comfortably ahead, 
115-92, when O’Neal fired from long range. 
Predictably, the 7-foot-l Orlando center hit 
• nothing but ... air. 

“It slipped," he said. 

Olajuwon, a 7-footer, attempted a 3-poinier 
his next trip down the floor. He made his, 
though. 

It was that kind of night for the Western 
All-Stars, who showed why their conference 
holds the balance of power in the NBA. 

“1 got that idea from Shaq, when he shot 
that three," Olajuwon said. "I said, ‘Oh, that’s 
a good ideal so I went for a three also.’’ 

Mitch Richmond, the Sacramento guard 
who was the game’s most valuable player, was 
’ the perfect example of why the West is best. 
His 23 points led all scorers, and he shot 10- 
for-13, including all three of his 3-pointcts, in 
his third All-Star Game.

Coping with the chaos of women’s sizes takes patience, time 


Come shop for a moment. We're 
iQQking for a nice little suit. *The sajes 
- rack-^rns-like a-good-ploce to-siort:— 
good quality; greoi morkdowns. 

Here are three possibilities, each' 
..from 0 .different.-designer. One suit is 
navy, one is green, one is chocolate 
brown. They're all the right size too. 
Size 10. 

Let's hit the fitting rooms. 

But what’s this? The navy's way too 
big. The green’s a tad roomy.

Researchers close in on key to aging

Ah, wlial we would give to outwit 
Mother Nature, to make a pill that 
would hah the pains of growing old. 

Researchers arc closing in on ways 
to make us age more gracefully. 

The results — perhaps just a few 
years away — won’t help us live 
longer. Out we may live better. 

"People have become ambivalent 
about extending life,” says Dr. Carl 
Eisdorfer, director of the University 
of Miami Center Tor Adult Develop- 
ment and Aging. “If we can enhance 
the (human) organism to increase 
“quality" of life, that’s what every- 
one is concerned about.” 

At UM and at research centers 
around the country, millions of dol- 
lars-are being directed at onttof the 
big questions of aging: If certain 
chemicals decline in our bodies as 
wc age. might replenishing them 
make us feel younger'? 

More is at stake than pcrsomil-van- 
ity and morning creoks. If scientists 
.can help build muscle and strengthen 
bones, aging people may be able to 
stay independent and out of nursing 
homes longer — at great savings in 
personal dignity and public dollars. 

There is reason for optimism, 
though doctors still ,irc not certain 
exactly how some of the most 
promising agents work and whot all 
their side cfTccLs may be. , 

Early this month, a San Diego doc- 
tor drew headlines widi a compound 
known as DHEA that seemed to 
make aging adults just plain feel bet- 
ter. Tile 30 men and women in Dr. 
Samuel S.C. Yen's study reported 


(hey had less joint pain, improved 
sleep and a better ability to move 
around and cope with stress. 

“Amazing, so far,” says Dr. 
Bernard Roos. director of geriatric

Beef is graded os prime, choice or 
select by the Department of 
Agrictilture. The beef with the most 
fat gets the highest grade (prime) 
because it generally hu the best fla- 
vor. 

But when the Center for Science 
in the Public Interest grades ham- 
burgers, their analysts turn the scale 
upside down. They know a high-fat 
diet increases one's risk of heart dis- 
ease and cancer. So, like dentists 
' with sugar, they risk being lalKled 
weenies to call attention to unwel- 
come facts about food. 

’ The Jnnuaiy-Fcbniaiy issue of the 
' center’s Nutrition Action Health 
Letter offers a survey of the best 
' and worst fast foods from the big 
chains. As their director of nutrition, 
/Bonnie Liebmon, noted in on inter- 
'• view, there are vast differeneef in 
• the amount of fat even between 
. foods in the same category. A 
xhickeo breast at Boston Chicken, 

■ for exflimpic, has four grams of fat 
(the federal recommendation is 
i about 65 a day), while a chunky 
T chicken salad sandwich at the same 
place has 43 grains. 

As for hamburgers, the best of the 
lot, according to CSPI, ore the basic 
ones at McDonald’s, Hardee’s, Roy 
Rogets, Burger King and Jack in the 
Box, along with Wendy’s junior 
hamburger and McDonald’s 
McLcon Deluxe. These range from 
9 to 12 grams of fat. 


McDonald's Quarter Pounder (20 
grams) and Big Mac (26 grams) 
filled in the middle category. 

Morited with a block X for worst 
were McDonald's Quarter Pouitder 
With Cheese' (29), Burger King’s 
Whopper (39), Jack in the Box’s 
Colossus (60) and Burger King's 
Double Whopper With Cheese 
(63). Eat one of those items in the 
last group, however juicy and deli- 
cious it might be,' and you'd have 
to dine on scarcely more than cel- 
ery and radishes the rest of the day 
to keep within the federal guide- 
lines for fat. ■ 

Note that you could eat two Big 
Macs (or six regular burgers) and 
still total less fat than is in each of 
the lost two. 

Dietitian Edee Hogan, saying she 
doesn’t “think people eat burgers in 
a vacuum,” suggested teaming a 
regular cheeseburger with a low-fat 
chocolate shake, for a total of IS 
grams. Or a McLean Deluxe, a side 
^ad with half a pack of light vinai- 
grette dressing and a small Dfet 
Coke, for about 12 grams. 

Keep in mind that mayonnaise 
has 5 griuns per tabipspbon, while 
ketchup and mustard have less4han 
one. 

And if you're burgering at home, ’ 
dietitian Faye Berger Mitchell sug- 
gests using the leanest meat, grilling 
or broiling so the fot drips off, and 
not smothering them with cheese. 
“And round out your meal with 
some fruits and veggies,” she says.

Study: Unnecessary 
ER trips cost billions

Unnecessary crips to the hospitol 
emergency room added between 55 
billion and 57 billion to the rution's 
medical bill in 1993, two California 
researchers estimate. 

the researchers defined “unneces- 
sary" care as treatment of non-emer- 
gency conditions — from hiccups 
Hud heartburn to finger cuts and 
ingrown toenails — that could have 
been (reated less expensively in o 
doctor's ofTice or outpatient clkiie. 

The study,. based on a national 
survey of 4,000 households in 1987, 
compared charges for the same set 
of non-urgent health conditions, 
depending on whether they were 
treated in the emergency room or in 
oiher medical settings. It looked at 
3,305 cases treated in non-emer- 
gcncy settings and 779 cases treated 
in the emergency room. 

It included only conditions that 
are not expected to require urgent 
medical core such os minor injuries, 
colds, sore throats, diaper rosh. 
headaches and backaches. To rule 
out cspccioUy severe cases, the 
researchers excluded potients who 
arrived at the emergency room in an 
ambulance, had stitches or were later 
odmirted to the hospital. 

A visit to the hospital emergen^ 
room cost nearly three times as 
much as care in a non-emergency 
setting for the some treatment, aver- 
aging $144 compared with $50. For 
example, treatment of on upper res- 
piratory infection such os a cold or 
flu cost 5113 in the emergency room 
compared' with 539 in a non-cmcr- 
gcncy setting. For a stomachache, 
the charges averaged $178 in the 
emergency room and 545 elsewhere. 
Those figures are in 1987 dollars. 

'The study was conducted by the 
researchers at Stanford University 
School of Medicine and the Notiond 
Bureau of Economic Research and 
Packard Foundation in Los Altos. 
Calif Their findings were published 
in the current issue of Health 
Affairs.

Researchers noted that patients in 
some communities may hove a hard 
time finding sources of care outside 
the hospital emergency room. But 
they said their study suggests thot 
“significant excess expenditures" 
result from unnecessary use of hos- 
pital emergency rooms and that 
making less-expensive alternatives 
available ond encouroging potients 
to use them “may achieve savings.”
